SENATE.

S a cram en to, February 2. 1SS1. 
The Senate m et in regular session at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll call. Quorum 
present. 
Journal of the last m eeting read and cor­ 
rected. 
The Committee on Contingent Expenses m ade a 
long report recommending the paym ent of mileage 
for Senators, stenographers’ claims, and a variety 
of other bills. 
Also the rejection of Mr. Kane’s res­ 
olution, relative to the sea-wall. 
The report was adopted. 
The Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
recommended the passage of S. C. R. 18 and S. B. 
262. 
The Committee on Roads and Highways recom­ 
mended the passage of S. B. 217, and reported a 
substitute for S. Bs. 94, 141 and 147. 
The Committee on Labor and Capital recom­ 
mended the passage of S. B. 246. 
A m inority of the committee recommended that 
i do not pass. 
The Committee on Kngro sm ent reported back a 
substitute for S. Bs. 162 and 68. 
The Judiciary Committee reported as follows : S. 
B. 229, passage ; S. B. 251, indefinite postponem ent; 
S. B. 114, passage ; S. B. 276, passage ; S. B. 136, do 
not pass ; S. B. 189, passage ; S. B. 112, substitute 
recommended. 
Mr. Kank gave notice th at on to morrow he would 
move a reconsideration of the vote by which Ids 
resolution relative to the sea-wall had not been 
adopted. 
The Committee on Hospitals recommended that 
S. B. 263 do not pass, and th at S. B. 292 be passed. 
The Committee on State Library recommended 
th at S. B. 172 do not pass. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Mr. H ittki¿l—An am endm ent to the C onstitu­ 
tion creating offices, or prescribing the powers and 
duties of officers in counties, townships, election or 
school distr.cts. 
By Mr. Baker—To am erd Sections 276 and 277 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, relative to attorneys 
and counse!ors-at-law. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. J ohnst. n—A concurrent resolution. 
W hereas, Hydraulic m ining has caused the prin­ 
cipal waterways of the State to be choked with 
sand ; has made useless much heretofore productive- 
soil ; is threatening the total destruction of internal 
navigation, and is fast rendering unprofitable the 
cultivation of the best lands in the great valleys; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved by the Senate, th e Assembly concur­ 
ring, That our Senators be instructed, aud our Rep­ 
resentatives requested to use their best endeavors 
to have the law providing for the sale of mineral 
lands so amended th at these lands shall not hence­ 
forth be sold bu t on the condition that they shall 
never be worked by w hat is known as the hydraulic 
process of mining. 
Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor he 
anti is hereby requested to transm it a copy of this by 
telegraph to the California delegation in Congress. 
On motion of Mr. P aki»kk, S. B. 92, to provide 
buildings and improvements for the Institution for 
the Deaf aud Dumb and the Blind (by Mr. Nye), was 
taken up. 
Mr. D a v is moved th at it be laid 011 the table. 
Lost. 
Mr. P ardke moved that it be recommitted to the 
Committee on Pub ic Buildings, with instructions to 
amend by inserting 840,000 in lieu of -873,000, and to 
rei**rt back the same immediately. 
Mr. West moved th at -240,000 be inserted as the 
appropnation. Carried. 
Mr. J oun son moved th at the bill be recommitted 
ta the author of the bill. 
M r. P a k d k s m o v ed t h a t th e t itle of th e b ill be 
c o rre c te d to c o m p a re w ith th e title in th e s ta tu te . 
Mr. N y e moved th at the words “ for the institu­ 
tion ” be stricken out in the title and the bill. 
The Committee on County Governments reported 
as follows: S. B. 40, passage with am endm ents; S. 
E. 84, author have leave to withdraw. 
Mr. Skaks moved th at the committee be instructed 
to report back the bill with the following amend­ 
m ent : “ provided th at the cost to the State for the 
erectiou and completion of the said educational 
building shall not exceed the sum herein appropri­ 
ated.” Carried. 
The bill was re-referrcd to the committee. 
Mr. Sattbrwhite moved th at double the usual 
num ber of copies of S. B. 40 be printed, with amend­ 
m ents in brackets. 
Carried. 
On motion of Mr. Lampson, S. B. 292 was referred 
to the Committee on Hospitals. 
Mr. B row n moved that S. B. 92 be made a special 
order for February 15th. 
The motion was ruled out of order by the Chair. 
Bills 011 the second reading file coming up for 
consideration, S. B. 115, an Act am ending an Act de­ 
claring Islaiscreeka navigable stream (by Mr. Kane), 
was ordered engrossed. 
The Committee on Public Buildings reported back 
S. B. 92, with am endm ents, in accordance with the 
instructions of the Senate. 
Here the Senate took the usual recess. 


A fte r n o o n S e ssio n . 
The Senate reassembled at 2 p. m. 
The reconsideration of S. 
C. R. 24 
coming 
up as the special order of the hour, Mr. J o h n ­ 


son addressed the Senate as follow s: Mr. Pres­ 
ident, 
I called the 
attention of 
the 
author 
of this resolution to certain expr.ssions in the reso­ 
lution which in my judgm ent rendered it such a res­ 
olution as 1 could not conscientiously support, and 
I suggested to him th at if certain words were 
stricken out I would cheeifully support the resolu­ 
tion. I believ e th at every Senator and every Assem­ 
blyman would cheerfully support the resolution an<^ 
would be better satisfied to support it with those 
words stricken out. 
I did not receive from the au­ 
thor of the resolution a decided reply, and I now 
make mention of the m atter in order that I may 
call the attention of the Senate to the words th at 1 
object to, and in order th at 1 may again say publicly, 
as 
I 
liave said 
privately, 
th at with 
those 
words stricken from the resolution 
I for one 
will 
cheerfully support it. 
I 
object to the 
resolutions in their present shape, because they as­ 
sume to try a lawsuit over again and to pass judg­ 
ment upon the jury and the’ Court, when we have 
neither a moral nor a legal right to do so. The part 
that 1 object to in the resolution is. first, the use of 
the word “ allege,” in line five of the resolution as 
printed, and 1 would call the attention of the Sen­ 
ators to the reading of the resolution and to the 
use of that word. The resolution reads as follows : 
“ Whereas, J. N’. Patterson, J. J. Doyle, J. D. 
Purcell, W. L. Pryor and William Braden, settlers 
upon what are known as the Mussel Slough lands 
in this State, have ejch recently been sentenced by 
Judge Sawyer, of the United States Circuit Court, 
to eight m onths’ imprisonment, 8300 fine and costs 
of prosecution, for alleged interference with the 
United States Marshal while serving w rits of eject­ 
m ent.” 
I wish the word “ alleged” to he stricken from 
the resolution. 
For this reason : these men were 
indicted for interfering with the United Status Mar­ 
shal while he was executing a writ of the United 
States Courts. They had a fair trial. They were 
ably defended, and the ju ry found them guilty of 
interfering with the United States Marshal while he 
was lawfully executing a lawful writ of a United 
States Court. 
Therefore, in my judgm ent, it is 
improper, it is unwise, it is wrong for this Senate 
to denounce the decision of the jury and of the 
Court as being an alleged interference with the 
United States Marshal. 
I ask to have that one word 
stricken out, so that it would read th at they were 
sentenced for interference w ith the United States 
Marshal. 
I can say in objection to it that it is 
neither grammatical, logical, nor reasonable. 
It is 
not as though this was a new proposition being sub­ 
m itted to this Senate. 
It has been passed upon by 
the Court. 
These men w ere tried by a jury, not by 
the Court, and every lawyer ujnon this floor knows 
th at whenever lie has a case which appeals to the 
sympathy th at the jury is the tribunal th at he 
selects to pass upon the question. Aud a jury found 
these men guilty of interference with a United States 
Count. 
Therefore, it seems to m eto be an impro; er 
use of the term to say that they were sentenced for 
alleged interference, because the jury said they did 
interfere, and it ought to read th at they were sen­ 
tenced for interference with the United States Mar­ 
shal. 
It makes no difference with the resolution. 
It does not take from it any power. 
It does 
not 
take 
from 
it 
any 
of its force. 
It 
docs not 
take from it 
anything which 
will 
give it 
weight 
with 
the 
President 
of the 
United States, and it does take from it a re­ 
flection upon the jury and a reflection upon the 
Court th at passed upon the question subm itted 
in this case. 
The things th at 
I object to will 
be found upon lines 10 and 11. 
The resolution reads: “ And whereas, these men 
are industrious and generally law-abiding fanners, 
whose offense against the law, if they have commit­ 
ted an offense, has not been malicious.’* I object to 
the use of the words, “ if they have committed an 
offense.” I object to the use of those words for this 
same reason, th at it is a reflection upon the Court. 
It is an unw arranted and an uncalled for and an u n ­ 
wise and an improper reflection upon the jury and 
the Court, because the ju ry decided th at those men 
had committed an offense. The ju ry decided it 
when they brought in their verdict of guilty. That 
settled the question as to w hether or not tLey had 
been guilty of an offense. 
That settled the ques­ 
tion th at they had committed an offense. 
That 
question having been settled, after having had a fair 
trial, it seem9 to me th at it is unwise, th at it is 
improper, th at it is not in response to the require­ 
m ents either of our oaths, or in response to the re­ 
quirem ents of our sympathies, th at we should pass 
resolutions reflecting up^.n the ju ry and upon he 
Court, and I had desired at the outset to'm ake 
these rem arks, as showing th at I was not opposed 
to the resolutions upon principle; that I was not 
opposed to these resolutions because they asked 
pardon for these men, bu t th at I w as opposed to 
them because of the use of language in the resolu­ 
tion which, in my judgm ent, is out of place, and 
contains unw arranted reflections upon a depart­ 
ment of justice which is certainly entitled to our 
confidence, and with these words strik tn out—the 
word “ alleged,” in line 5, and the words “ if 
they have coram tted 
an offense,” 
in 
lines 
10 and 11, I would cheerfully 
vote for the 
resolutions, 
and 
do 
what 
little 
lies 
in 
my 
power 
in 
securing 
these 
men a par­ 
don from the President of the United States. 
And I believe, Mr. President, as has been suggested 
by the Senator from Santa Ciara, th at it would make 
it a unanimous vote of this Senate, ami therefore it 
would give it some further weight with the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
It may be said, in re­ 
sponse to that, th at a m ajority vote of this Senate 
is sufficient to pass the resolutions and give them 
the weight devolving upon any communication from 
the Legislature of California.’ That may he so in a 
legal and technical ser.se, b u t if it could also contain 
the statem ent th at it was by the unanimous voice 
of the Senate, it seems to me th at it would have 
some little weight and bearing upon the question 
w hether or not the President should pardon these 
men. Now, I do not wish to enter into a discussion 
of the m erits of the controversy between the settlers 
upon w hat is known as the Mussel slough lands 
and 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Com­ 
pany. 
I 
have 
no 
deeire 
to 
take 
th at 
m atter over. 
1 have no desire to allude to the 
unfortunate complications th at have arisen between 
,these settlers on the one side and the railroad com­ 
pany and the Courts upon the other, although I am 
tree to say, sir, th at iu m y judgm ent the fault has 
been as much upon the one side as upon th e ether, 
ar.d th at if we are forced into a discussion of the 
m erits of the proposition, I have no besiU ’.ey in as­ 


suming the affirmative of the proposition th at the 
settlers have been wrong in the controversy. 
But I 
am content at present to rest my objections to these 
resolutions upon the words which I have called at­ 
tention to, and I respectfully ask this Sei ate to 
reconsider its vote, to strike out those words from 
the resolution, and let the resolutions then receive 
the unanimous vote 
of 
the members 
of this 
Senate. 
I ask 
the 
author 
of the 
resolu­ 
tions 
to 
consent 
to 
ij. 
It 
will 
delay 
them 
very 
little. 
They 
can be 
brought 
up to-morrow. 
They 
can 
be 
printed 
this 
afternoon and be passed tom orrow and then imme­ 
diately transm itted as he desires. 
I ask the lawyers 
upon this floor to forget for the mom ent the sympa­ 
thies th at they may have for these men th at are now 
in' jail. 
I ask them to forget everything except the 
plain, simple proposition, if they think it is right 
for the Legislature to pass resolutions reflecting 
upon a co-ordinate branch of the Goveniment, or, 
if 1 may use the expression, a branch of the Gov­ 
ernm ent over which we have no control ? because 
the United States Courts are above and beyond the 
control of tlie Legislature of this State. The United 
States Courts are som ething over which we can ex­ 
ercise no control, either by resolution or by law, 
and I ask those lawyers who voted for these resolu 
tions, believing, us I do, th at they voted for them 
out of sym pathy for the men that are in jail—I ask 
them if they are prepared 
to 
say 
by their 
votes th at they wish to cast this reflection upon a 
United States Court ? And, in conclusion, I ask the 
author of the resolutions to agree to these changes 
th at I have suggested, and perm it the resolutions to 
receive a unanimous vote. 
Mr. R ow ell— This resolution was introduced in the 
Senate about a week ago. 
At the suggestion of the 
S inalor from the Eighteenth it was placed upon the 
file, and was not acted upon at th at tim e as re 
quested. 
On last Saturday it finally passed this 
Senate. 
A notice was given at th at time th at a mo­ 
tion to reconsider would be made the following 
Monday. 
It has been postponed from day to day 
until to-day. 
To-day the Assembly has called up 
this same resolution and passed it by a unanim ous 
vote. 
I see no reason why the resolution should not 
stand, as it has already been passed. 
If I were not 
fam iliar with all of the eircumstauces attending this 
now 
celebrated 
case 
of 
the 
Mussel 
Slough 
settlers 
I 
m ight 
be 
at 
liberty 
in 
this 
resi»cct. 
As 
far 
as 
those 
words are 
con­ 
cerned I do not think th at the}* will either add 
to or detract from tlie influence th at this resolution 
would have with the President of the United States. 
But I do know th at this m atter has already been 
delayed , th at these men for more than a week have 
been lying in jail, I believe, unjustly. 
Even Courts 
sometimes make m istakes in their decisions. 
The 
judgm ent was discretionary with the Judge. 
It 
wi 
..ot necessary th at he should h ate made them 
the victims of the penalty of eight m onths imprison­ 
m ent and 9800 fine, and all the costs of the suit, 
am ounting to 87,000. 
Now if the Judge was wrong 
in his judgm ent, is it not possible th at he may have 
been wrong in his judgm ent th at they were guilty ? 
Individually I do not believe th at these people were 
legally guilty. 
I do not believe th at they went 
there with tlie intention of preventing the United 
States Marshal from serving his writ. 
From an 
intim ate 
knowledge 
of 
these 
p eople; 
from 
au 
intim ate 
personal 
acquaintance 
with 
them 
and 
with 
all 
of 
the 
circumstances 
a tending the difficulty of th at day upon which five 
of these settlers were slain—in fact seven of the peo­ 
ple of tlu t country—1 do not believe th at those 
people intended to interfere with the United btates 
Marshal. 
They only asked the railroad company 
that they would defer these ejectm ents until the 
case th at was then pending in the Courts would be 
decided by the United States Supreme Court. 
It 
was all they asked, and they all said th at when the 
United States Supreme Court should decide th at 
they were entitled to these lands they were 
willing to yield and give them up. 
They were tried 
for alleged interference with the United States Mar­ 
shal. 
They 
were 
convicted. 
The resolution 
simply says 
th at 
they 
were 
tried 
for 
an 
attem pted interference with the United States Mar­ 
shal, and th at they were convicted. 
We do deny 
the conviction. 
I do deny th at it was a ju9t con­ 
viction. Now, I see no reason for further delay. 
I 
see no reason why this resolution should be re­ 
printed. 
It will delay it perhaps another day, and 
will then give an opportunity, when it comes upon 
its final passage, for another motion for a new trial. 
The Assembly has already passed this resolution 
unanimously, without a dissenting voice. 
I had 
hoped that this Senate would pass it also without a 
dissenting vote. 
1 certainly see no reason for ac­ 
cepting ’he amendments th at have been made, or 
for reconsidering the vote by which we passed this 
last Saturday, and I hope we will not do so. 
Mr. D ic k in so n—Mr. President, it seems to me a 
very strange proceeding th at u e should be ealled 
upon here, as a jury, to pas9 upon a question of fact, 
which is involved by the language of the preamble 
to this resolution. 
Should we pass this resolution 
to criticise a tribunal which has power to elicit a'l 
the facts upon both sides of the question, which has 
done so, and which has arrived a t a conclusion? 
The word “ alleged ” here is very obnoxious to me 
under the circumstances. 
It is stated here th at 
these parties have been sentenced for alleged inter­ 
ference. 
Now, if the word “ alleged” is properly 
used 
there, 
it 
naturally 
resu ts th at 
there 
was no real interference, whereas the Court has 
found them guilty of interference. Now we are asked 
to say here th at ’th at Court made a m istake—th at 
the ju ry disregarded the facts in the case, or else 
th at the facts were not presented to them . 
Now I 
dare say that in the days occupied by that trial 
more light was thrown upon either side of this case 
than we could get by arguing the proposition for a 
whole week. There were two Judges who sat upon 
the bench during the tn al of th at case—a District 
Judge and a Circuit Judge—and a jury of twelve 
men acceptable to tlie defendants as well as to the 
prosecution. 
The whole power of the Court—tlie 
expenses of obtaining witnesses were paid by the 
United Suites Government—and th at power, the 
power 
of 
tlie United States Government, was 
in the hanus of these defendants to procure wit­ 
nesses in their own behalf. They have not paid any 
of the costs of this prosecution, and were not de­ 
terred at all in m aking their defense. The only ex­ 
pense they had to subm it to as Court costs were 
those of counsel. 
Now, 1 think before the Senate of 
this State undertakes to say th at a Court has not 
performed its duty, th at a Court and a jury have 
violated their oaths, have failed in the performance 
of their duty as citizens as well as officers in the 
adm inistration of the law ; 
I 
say we should 
hesitate. 
It 
may 
bo 
a 
trifling 
inat- 
iter 
to 
pass 
a 
r solution 
of 
thi9 kind, 
but I do not consider it so. Therefore I say here 
th at we should cry “ hold ” before passing it with 
hese innuendoes which appear in it. With regard to 
another m atter which the Senator from the Eight­ 
eenth has mentioned, th at should properly go out 
also, “ whose offenses against the law, if they have 
committed an offense.” The Court found them 
guilty of committing an off..use, and sentenced them 
to certain punishm ent. The law-abiding citizens of 
this State, at the present tim e, are up in arm s at 
the tardy adm inistration of justice, and the result 
of several m urder trialg in this State during the last 
th ri* or four years has excited the highest popular 
indignation, and it is a common rem ark, heard 
upon every hand, th at the m urderer escapes, he 
cannot be convicted ; bu t let a conviction follow a 
prosecution, then we are called upon to exercise our 
sympathies in behalf of the convicted. Not in this 
case particularly, b u t in other cases. 
I recollect a 
m urderer, who m urdered a policeman in cold blood 
in San Francisco. 
lie was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged, and after awaiting the day of his ex­ 
ecution—the Supreme Court had affirmed a judg­ 
m ent, and there was no hope of his escape except 
by pardon—why there were several societies, con­ 
sisting of both men 
and women, who used to call 
upon 
him, 
and weep 
over 
him, and run 
arju n d and get signatures to a petition. They pre­ 
sented the petition, with those names upon it, to 
the Governor of the State, asking for the pardon of 
th at man ; but he declined to pardon him, and the 
man was hanged, and the law-abiding portion of the 
community rejoiced th at he expiated his crime. 
Now% we are asked here to convict a Court—the 
Circuit Court of the United States—of having un­ 
justly dealt with these men, in convicting them of 
interference, while it was only an alleged interfer­ 
ence for which 
they 
were 
being 
trie d ; 
in 
other 
words, th at 
no 
real 
interference had 
taken 
place. Now, 
I 
would strike out, and 
shall move to 
strike out, 
of 
the 
resolu­ 
tion these other words : 
“ and these men have 
already been sufficiently punished.’’ I say that, as 
the case stands a t the present t ime, wc are precluded 
from going into the m erits of that question, and 
making up our judgm ent upon it. 
As the case 
fetands a t the present tim e, these men have been 
convicted of an offense. Thev have been convicted of 
interfering with the United States Marshal in dis­ 
charging his duty, and if there was an interference 
at all, it calls upon the highest power in the land to 
convict th at interference. 
I say again th at the lan­ 
guage “ if 
they have committed an 
offen.-e” 
slurs 
the 
Court 
directly, 
because 
if 
they 
have 
not 
committed 
an 
offense, 
the 
trial 
has 
been 
a 
m istrial. 
and 
these 
men have been wronged, and there is an appeal, I 
believe, to the Supreme Court of the United States 
if they have been wronged in this m atter. 
Now I 
say th at if these rum have been properly convicted 
in th at Court, and there is no man on this floor who 
uare gainsay it, if he be a law-abiding citizen, and 
believes in the adm inistration of the laws aud in 
the purity of our Courts, these men stand here con­ 
victed of an offense. 
It may be a m atter ot ju d g ­ 
m ent as to w hether they have been sufficiently 
punished for an offense of that magnitude. It is not 
my 
opinion th at 
they 
have 
been 
sufficient­ 
ly 
punished. 
I 
do 
not 
look 
upon 
the 
question 
of costs 
of 
prosecution 
as cutting 
much figure in the m atter, for the sentence of 
im prisonment is the only real punishm ent. 
I un­ 
derstand th at these men are poor men, and I believe 
they can serve thirty (lavs, after this term expires, 
and then they are allowed to m ake affidavit of their 
inability to pay, and go free. 
That, I believe, is the 
law. 
Mr. Enos—They have to serve these eight m onths 
up. 
Mr. D ic k in so n— T hat is what I say ; bu t I under­ 
stand th at the expenses of this prosecution are 
*7,000, and th at by serving thirtv <la} s longerand 
making an affidavit of their inability to pay the 
costs, they are allowed to go free. 
I hope the Sen­ 
ate will hesitate before it throws more m ud upon 
the adm inistration of justice. 
It has ju st about as 
much m ud upon it now as it can well carry in this 
State. 
We hail a bill introduced here in the earlier 
part of the session which caused a great deal of dis­ 
cussion, and which everybody thought there was 
really more in than they were willing to adm it. 
Mr. Chask said he was not surprised th at his 
friend from the Tenth (Senator D ckinsun) should 
take this ground, blit he knew th at he was a man 
who wanted every ounce of the pound of flesh that 
the law allowed, and never had any sym pathy for 
the people. 
He was surprised,.however, at the po­ 
sition taken by his distinguished friend from the 
Eighteenth, whose heart usually beat in sympathy 
for mankind. 
The resolutions were neither a con­ 
demnation of the Court nor of the jury. 
They were 
an application to the President to pardon persons 
who, many of the Senators believe, were unjustly 
condemned by the Court. 
He thought every Sen­ 
ator would adm it th a t the Courts sometimes un­ 
justly condemned parties, and th at juries had not 
always decided ca>es light. 
The resolutions hail 
already passed the Senate by a large m ajority, and 
there was no necessity of taking them up again and 
discussing their m erits, after the decision of the 
Senate had been displayed so em phatically in their 
passage. The speaker thought th..t the Senate was 
wasting tim e in m atters of tins kind, which should 
be applied to im;>ortar.t legislation. 
Mr. HnTELb said it seemed to him th at the words 
“ alleged interference,” as contained in the resolu­ 
tion, had no bearing on its object, which w s merely 
an application for a pardon. 
He thought that the 
Senate in passing the resolution did not say that 
they had been unjustly committed. 
It was true 
that if the resolution were to be drawn*a^uin it 


would be well enougn to leave those words out, but 
if 
1 no* 
. l *mt they did any harm. 
He 
thought it was entirely useless to reconsider the 
resolution. 
Mr. Neumann thought the Senator from the Thir­ 
teenth was entirely mistaken iu saying that the pre­ 
amble read th at “ they have been convicted of an 
alleged offense.” It was nothing of the 
kind. 
It 
said 
th at 
they 
had 
been 
sentenced 
by 
Judge 
Sawyer 
of 
the United 
States 
Circuit 
Court 
for 
an 
“ alleged interference.'* 
The speaker thought that the language was insult­ 
ing. 
He was astonished that the Senators had 
pasted the resolution, ar.d was sorry that he had not 
attended to his duty by being in his seat 011 S atur­ 
day. It surprised him to think th at a Senate of edu­ 
cated gentlem en could have passed a preamble 
worded like this. 
He took it th at there was some­ 
thing in the resolution which would probably* allow 
discussion in spite of the waste of tim e, which wag 
always deprecated by the Senator from Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
He thought that the crime for which these 
men had been committed was th e highest known to 
the law% and no 
m atter how far his sympa­ 
thies 
m ight 
carry 
him 
in 
favoring 
men 
who had 
been 
convicted 
for 
that 
< flense, 
he felt th at the preamble should not be worded in 
the way in which it was w ritten. 
He felt em fideut 
that Senator Rowell, the author of the resolution, 
upon second consideration, would reach the con­ 
clusion that it would be more proper to leave those 
words out than to pass a slur upon a branch of the 
United States Government over which »he Senate 
had no control, and which probably had as much 
weight with the Federal Government as anv recom­ 
mendation of tlie California Legislature. * He did 
not believe th at the caje of tluse settlers was 
placed iu any better light by having this preamble 
inippjperly worded. 
In conclusión, Mr. Neumann 
expressed the hope th at the Senate would recon­ 
sider the resolution and strike out the objectionable 
words. 
Mr. J ohnson*—I wish to say briefly that my mo­ 
tion was not made for delay in the slightest, and I 
distinctly said, when I may the motion, when I 
called attention to it here a few m inutes ago, that 
so far as 1 wa9 concerned, and I believe I sj»okc the 
sentim ents of those who hold with me, th at these 
resolutions would be acted upon to-morrow m orn­ 
ing. 
I have uo desire to delay the resolutions. 
Now I wish to recount the history of this rtsolution 
in order to convince my valued and young friend 
from Santa Barbara, Mr. Chase, that he is slightly 
incorrect in his statem ent in reference to it, and 
also to convince the author that be is incorrect in 
his statem ent in reference to it. 
When the reso­ 
lutions were introduced they were not, of course, 
printed, and immediate action was then requested 
upon them , and it was upon motion of Senator Sears 
that they went to file, in order th at they be printed. 
They came up 011 Saturday, and when on Saturday 
I desired to object to the resolutions aud announced 
that 1 desired to debate them, 1 was met by the 
statem ent of Senator Sears th at the object of Mr. 
Rowell’* haste was th at he had received a telegram 
announcing the dangerous illness of his w ife, and 
wished to leave immediately ia the cars, and there­ 
fore could not delav the m atter. 
1 said at that tim e 
th at I desired to debate tlie resolutions, and only 
w ithhe'd my few rem arks because of the statem ent 
of Senator Sears. 
That was the reason it was de­ 
layed at that tim e 
On Monday I brought this m at­ 
ter up, in pursuance to notice, and at the sugges­ 
tion of Senator Lampson I allowed it to go over 
until Tuesday, because he taid Senator Rowell 
would be here then. 
Yesterday’ it was not my 
fault th at this Senate spent a whole day in dis­ 
cussing a leng bill, and did not get time to do any­ 
thing else. 
I never attem pt to delay any m atter 
unless I squarely say so. 
I always make my fights 
fairly ami openly and above-board, asking no 
favors from anybody, although always willling to 
grant them . 
I do Dot care as to w hether 1 have lost 
my sympathies for the people or not. as the Senator 
speaks of ; hu t I never hud sympathies for m urder­ 
ers. 
I never will sympathize with m urderers. 
I 
never had sy mpathies for men th at violated the law, 
and I never will sympathize w ith them. 
When a 
time comes th at it is necessary fi>r me to vote for a 
resolution which indorses murdi-r, because I am 
in sympathy w ith the people, I will he found voting 
against it, although 
1 may lie accused of not 
being in sym pathy with the people. 
I reverence the 
law*. 
I respect the m ajority and the might of the law. 
1 respect it and I believe iu enforcing it. 
So be­ 
lieving I have voted against these resolutions. 
1 re­ 
spect the Courts. 
I believe iu abiding by their 
decision. So believing I am not in favor of these 
resolutions. 
The Senator from Fresno (Mr. Rowell) 
was one of the men, in connection with the Senator 
from Santa Barbara (Mr. Chase), to vote against the 
resolutions upon the Chinese* treaty, when the rea­ 
son they alleged was th at Judge Sawyer had made 
certain decisions in the m atter. Then they said th at 
Judge Sawy er was a man they would safely follow. 
Now they think Judge Sawy er is a man they can 
safely abuse: 
1 think th at Sawyer was wrong, aud 1 
said so frankly ; but I did not propose to censuro 
him by a vote of the Senate. 
In my judgm ent, aa 
they* are at present constituted, the resolutions are 
wrong. I do not ask for any delay. 1 have ptatedthe 
proposition, 1 thick, as 
fully as it c«-nM be. 
I have stated all the objections to the resolu.ion. I 
said before th at I didn’t wish to enter into the 
m erits of the controversy be ween these settlers and 
the railroad company, and do not attem pt to enter 
into it. The Senator from Fresno, Mr. Rowell, un­ 
dertook to enter into the m erits of the discussion, 
and to set himself above the case—to set himself 
above the jury aud above the judge, and to set him ­ 
self with his own statem ent above the testi­ 
mony of the witnesses and the decision of tlie jury". 
I am not in favor of doing that. 
I only take the 
m atter as it is presented to me by the cold, hard, 
stubborn facts, not the theories of this m atter. The 
facts are th at these men were indicted by a U. S. 
Grand Jury for interfering with the U. S. Marshal. 
A nother fact is that they were brought to trial be­ 
fore a ju iy of their own choosing. 
A further fact is 
th at they were ably and zealously defended, 
and a further feet is that that jurv unanimously 
found them guilty, and that the Judge in sentencing 
them simply carried out the verdict t f the jury. 
Those are the facts. 
Theories which thousands cher­ 
ish may exist in the brain of the Senator from 
Fresno, but the facts of the case are \vh:.t we are 
called upon to pass upon, not on theory*, or any re­ 
sult that he may have reached in his own mind from 
an investigation personal to himself in regard to the 
m atter. 
I would not for a mom ent insinuate th at 
his friendship for these men cirried him into error, 
but I have known men not made of such good ma­ 
terial as the Senator whose friendship sometimes 
led them into error when passing upon tlie conduct 
of their friends. This is a square, simple, easy 
proposition to decide. 
It Í3 not one that m erits 
any 
rhetorical 
flights. 
It 
is 
not one th at 
needs any appeal to the sympathy, 
it is not one 
th at needs any pathetic displays from anybody. 
It 
is not one th at needs any rem arks about the people 
and about how they feel, and about the wish or 
voice of the people. 
It is not one th a t m erits any­ 
thing except a discussion of the proposition w hether 
or not we desire to censure a United States Court 
for having passed judgm ent upon men who were 
> onvicted after a fair trial. 
The Senator from the 
Tenth (Mr. Neumann) has well said in answer to the 
Senator from the Thirteenth (Mr. H itteli) that the 
pre mble docs not say they were convicted for this, 
but it says they were sentenced, aud if the preamble 
is to be accepted as true, Judge Sawyer and 
Judge Hoffman sentenced these men 
for 
no 
crime 
at 
all—sentenced 
them 
without 
any 
trial, if this preamble is correct—because it says 
they were sentenced for alleged interference. They 
were not sentenced for alleged interference. 
They 
were sentenced because the ju ry found them guilty*, 
and I trust, that, if any < ther Senator sy-caks uj>on 
this proposition, he will 
endeavor to 
confine 
himself to the facts of the case; th at he will en­ 
deavor to confine himself to th* language of the res­ 
olution ; that he will not seek to go outside of th at 
m atter and make eloquent, or oratorical, or pathetic 
appeals to the sympathy, but th at he will discuss ifc 
upon the question w hither or not the use of this 
language in this resolution is proper. That is the 
only m atter. 
I respectfully again say th at I ask 
Senators to disabuse their minds of anything in re­ 
gard to sympathy for any person. 
I am will­ 
ing to vote for the resolution / w hen they express 
seine of our sympathy, and our desire to have these 
men pardoned. 1 will in t delay them a moment, bn t 
I do not wish to vote for any resolution which will 
cast a reflection upon the Courts, after they have 
carefully, fairly and legitimately tried a person and 
found him guilty of an offense. 
Mr. Nyk said no was in favor of the reconsidera­ 
tion of the resolutions, for the reason th t he 
wanted to see the entire preamble stricken out, 
because it was an apology for asking the President 
to pardon these men. 
Tlie resolution was either 
right or wrong. 
If it was right, it did not need an 
apology or explanation. 
If it was wrong they 
should not pass it. 
He did not take the view ex­ 
pressed by the Senator frcm the Eighteenth, th at 
the Senate was trying this case over again, because, 
so far as th at was concerned, the Senate claimed 
the 
right 
to 
try 
any 
case 
over 
ayyain. 
They 
had 
done 
it 
this 
session, and 
n<> 
man had 
made a stronger argum ent 
in the 
case than the gentleman from the Eighteen:h, 
011 the m urder proposition, on which the s h a k e r 
had made some feeble argum ents in the same line. 
But th at was not the reason why he wished to re­ 
consider the resolutions. 
It was on the main prop­ 
osition th at the Senate did not aoed to apologize 
for any such thing as that, 
if they were to como 
down to the m erits of the case, and discuss th e 
rights of those jmrtics to the land, he would go so 
far as to say th at the original thirteen Colonies, in 
the time of the Revolutionary war, had no such 
cause of complaint as those claim ants on the rail­ 
road lands, and he wonld go further and say th at if 
he had lived in Colouial times he would probably 
have been a Tory and not a Revolutionist. He would 
not say, however, th at the decision was wrong, 
or th at the defendants ought not U» have been con- 
\icted ; bu t he would say th at if there was a single 
Senator who had been in their circumstances, and 
had failed to do, under the provocation, what they 
did, he would have been a Tory in the times of the 
Revolution. The question wan, W hether the resolu­ 
tions were right or wrong ? 
If they were right they 
need no apology. 
If they were wrong the St nato 
should not pass them . 
Mr K a n k made an argum ent in favor of the reso­ 
lutions as they»stood ; during the course of which 
he referred in somewhat bitter term s to the lock of 
sym pathy for suffering hum anity displayed t»y tho 
advocates of the reconsideration of the resolutions. 
Mr. N ktmann explained to th e Senator from tho 
Ninth, th at their opposition to the resolutions as 
they stand was not caused by any w ant of sympa­ 
thy for the prisoners, bu t was the result of their re­ 
spect for Judges, juries and decisions of Courts. 
Mr. Enos said th at if the defendants mentioned in 
the resolutions were connected with a m urder, he 
had 110 sym pathies to interpose in their behalf. 
If 
he believed these men to be guilty of crime, w hich 
came within the list even of felony, he would vote 
against the resolution*. 
He was in favor of the reso­ 
lution, however, and of every word in the preamble. 
It was the first tim e in the history of this Sta'e th at 
a petition of this character had gone up from the 
Legislature L» the President of tlie United States. 
Tne Senators all agreed in the propriety of sur plica?* 
ing the Presidential clemency in their behalf. 
Tho 
universal sentim ent of tlie people of California was 
in sympathy w ith and in favor of the release of 
these men, in view of these circumstances. 
He saw 
no reason in quarreling over th e word “ alleged. 
The gpssker concluded his rem arks by reviewing tho 
Mussel slough difficulty, deprecating the unfortu­ 
nate condition of the men imprisoned in jail, 
advocating the indorsem ent of the resolutions in 
their present shape.

THE DEAl'H Or JOHN W. DWINELLE. 
The accounts of the drowning of John 
W . Dwinelle are very remarkable. It is 
unaccountable that such a casualty should 
have occurred without exciting more emo­ 
tion or activity than [seems to have been 
aroused, even though the man drowned 
was not then known. Nor does there ap­ 
pear to be any certainty as to how his death 
occurred. We cannot understand the story 
about his actions at Port Costa at all. If, 
as is stated, he was seen to run directly 
towards the water ; if he failed to hear the 
warning shout addressed to him ; and if he 
was seen to fall over the edge of the 
wharf ; why was no effort made at the time 
to save him, by those who saw all this ? 
Is it to be concluded that there is noth­ 
ing sufficiently singular 
in seeing an 
elderly gentleman fall off a wharf into 
deep water, to excite remark at Port 
Costa ? If any one saw what has been 
related, it must have been known to some 
one then and there that a man had been 
drowned. But no mention is made of any 
attem pt to save him, and more than this, 
the stories about his death do not agree. 
One is to the effect that he fell off the 
wharf at Port Costa, and this is at once the 
most circumstantial and the most myste­ 
rious. But there is another one to the 
effect that he fell off the boat, and it 
would be interesting to know how this 
originated. 
It is necessary that these 
stories should be traced. Who saw the 
missing man running towards the red 
light ? Who saw him fall off the wharf ? 
And who, having seen this, made no effort 
to save him 5 \\h°> again, says that he fell 
off the boat ? And who, last of all, is pre­ 
pared to assert that he is dead at all ? The 
evidence thus far adduced most certainly 
is insufficient to prove anything of the 
kind. There is a very wide gap be­ 
tween the premise that a man is seen mov­ 
ing towards the water, and the conclusion 
that he has fallen in and been drowned. 
Somebody says : “ I saw him hurrying to- 
“ wards the red light, and did not see him 
“ return.” “ Therefore he is drowned,” is 
the conclusion ; but though it may be true 
it is not logical. In fact, until the body is 
found, supposing that no fuller knowledge 
of the facts can be obtained, it would be 
unjustifiable to take it for granted that 
John W. Dwinelle is really dead. He has 
disappeared, but this does not prove that 
he ha3 ceased to live. 
NOT A NEW FUEL. 
A recent dispatch stated that a new fuel 
has just been invented, and that it consists 
in a combination of steam and petroleum. 
If the telegraphic account be correct this 
is not a new invention, but a revival of 
an old one. 
Some fifteen years ago a 
process of burning jets of petroleum in 
combination with superheated steam was 
patented, and very interesting and appa­ 
rently successful experiments were made 
with it. W e believe that subsequently an 
Arctic exploring steamer was fitted with 
the process for the purpose of economizing 
fuel, and that it was said to have given 
complete satisfaction. Since then several 
adaptations of the general idea have been 
made, and we had supposed that the use 
of petroleum in some combination with 
steam, a3 fuel, was quite common. If it 
is now brought forward as an entirely new 
invention there must be a mistake some­ 
where. ___________ 
___________ 
A W aste of P la nt P o w er.— A s the 
potato plant is propagated by its tuber 
after the manner of a bud or cutting, the 
effort made by the plant to produce its 
flowers and seeds must be a waste of 
power, which detracts from the desired 
crop—’the tubers. We know an instance 
in which a six-acre field of potatoes was 
tested to show the truth of this postulate. 
Three rows had the blossoms cut off and 
three rows were left intact alternately all 
over the field, and the produce of the rows 
which had been deprived ot the flowers 
showed a very marked increase over that 
of the rows which had not been so treated. 


It is to be regretted that many persons 
who undertake to discuss the present 
flood visitation Ehonld have failed to ac­ 
quaint themselves in the first place with 
the laws which govern the phenomena. 
Captain Eads, in his report on the Sacra­ 
mento, observed truthfully, “ an inteili- 
“ gent judgment cannot be formed as to 
“ the proper means of relief, without some 
“ general knowledge of the natural law3 
“ controlling the waters of all sediment- 
“ bearing rivers j” and he proceeds to in­ 
dicate what these laws are, and how they 
operate. As this report is accessible to 
all, and as it embodies the most valuable 
and authoritative statements extant on this 
subject, it might have been thought that 
journalists, at least, would have taken the 
trouble to master the principles laid down 
in it before proceeding to dogmatize on 
the question. It is, however, evident 
that this trouble has not been taken by 
those of our contemporaries who have ex­ 
pressed their opinions on the present situ­ 
ation, and a fair example of the self­ 
sufficient ignorance which obtains in this 
connection is offered by the San Francisco 
Chronicle of yesterday. The writer of the 
article referred to challenges criticism by 
observing that he has made a “ long and 
“ careful study of the subject,” and then 
proceeds to demonstrate what his long and 
careful study is worth by gravely deliver­ 
ing the opinion that “ either the levees on 
“ both sides (of the Sacramento) must be 
“ raised five or six feet higher than they 
“ now are, or that the carrying capacity of 
“ the river must be increased by setting 
“ them back, so as to widen its channel to 
“ double its present width." 
Now, the 
proposition italicized by us proves con­ 
clusively that the critic does not under­ 
stand the primary laws which control the 
action of sediment-bearing rivers, and that 
his “ long and careful study” has been 
thrown aw ay by a failure to barn the true 
character of the phenomena he has ob­ 
served. 
It is a law of nature which applies to 
the flow of rivers as to all else, that the 
work done cannot exceed the force ex­ 
pended. W hatever opposes resistance to 
the force which moves water diminishes 
that motion. 
Sediment-bearing streams 
have to overcome the friction of their 
beds and of the sediment which they hold 
in suspension. If the friction of their beds 
checks their velocity, they at once seek to 
recover it by depositing a part of the sedi­ 
ment which they hold in solution. The 
result of this deposit is tó raise the beds, 
thereby increasing the surface slope, or as 
it is commonly called, the “ fall per mile.” 
The most important element of resistance 
is the friction of the channels through 
which the water moves. If this friction is 
reduced the discharge of the floods is facil­ 
itated. The form of channel which offers 
the lenst resistance is semi-cylindrical, 
“ and,” says Captain Eads, “ in proportion 
“ as the channel departs from this form, 
“ widens and becomes flatter, this resist- 
“ ance increases, and the surface slope has 
“ to be steepened to produce the same ve- 
“ locity of current. This steepening of the 
“ slope is the direct cause of the over- 
“ flows.” Friction is increased not only 
by widening and flattening the channels, 
but by their subdivision. Captain Eads 
illustrates this by reference to Steamboat 
louga and Butte slough, and he continnes: 
“ W ith such evidences of the increase of 
“ slope which immediately follows the 
“ widening of the Eurface over which 
“ the floods pass, or the subdivision 
“ of the main channel into sm alkr ones, it 
“ seems astonishing than anyone can se- 
“ riously propose to give permanent pro- 
“ tection against overflows by multiplying 
“ the channels through which the floods 
“ now struggle to reach the sea. Men who 
“ advocate such measures of relief have 
“ yet to learn two or three ef the greatest 
“ but simplest laws controlling the motions 
“ of m atter throughout eveiy part of the 
“ universe. They have got to learn : first, 
“ that no atom of water or sand in the 
“ rivers, or planet in space, can have mo- 
“ tion except through the influence of 
“force; second, that m atter in motion 
“ must encounter the resistance of some 
“ other force or forces ; and, third, that 
“ the velocity of m atter depends upon the 
“ force carrying it onward, and the amount 
“ of resistance retarding its progress. Fric- 
“ tion being the chief element of resistance, 
“ and this being greater and greater in pro- 
“ portion as the water is subdivided, the 
“ advocates of drainage canals and other 
“ outlets propose to increase the velocity 
“ of discharge by increasing the friction 
“ which retards the velocity ; or, in other 
“ words, they propose to reverse the laws 
“ of nature.” The application of these 
principles to the present situation is clear 
and plain. It is proposed to increase the 
velocity of the current at Sacramento by 
increasing the friction of the channel. 
That is the Chronicle's suggestion, and it is 
a grave proposal to “ reverse the laws of 
“ nature,” as Captain Eads says. 
The idea of protecting a town from over­ 
flow by increasing the frictional resistance 
of the river which flows by it is unscientific 
enough, but not more so than the widely 
prevalent belief that livers are relieved by 
opening artificial or natural outlets in their 
banks andallo wing part of their waters to flow- 
off. Whoever has followed the preceding 
argument realizes that the velocity of the 
current depends on the force which impels 
it, and must see that since the volume of 
a river is one of the elements of this force, 
whatever diminishes its volume must at 
the same time lessen its force. When a 
break occurs a part of the force goes out 
at it, and as the ratio of frictional resist­ 
ance must increase in proportion to what 
remains, it is evident that a diminution of 
velocity must follow. This diminution of 
velocity instantly produces a deposition of 
sediment by the river. 
The well-known 
fact that a bar always forms below a break 
illustrates this process. The tendency, 
however, is for this shoaling to be ex­ 
tended down the river below the break, 
and therefore, to quote Captain Eads 
again, “ although the first effect of a crevasse 
“ is to lower the hight of the floods, the 
“ final and permanent one is to increase it 
“ in proportion to the magnitude of the 
“ outlet, because the slope of the river 
“ must be increased in proportion as the 
“ volume is diminished.” 
A loss of volume in the river results in 
a shoaling of the channel, an increase of 
slope, and higher floods, and it follows 
that an access of volume in the river will 
consequently reverse these phenomena. 
In the Sacramento the process of injurious 
action has been twofold. The bed has been 
raised by the deposit of debris, the fric­ 
tional resistance has been increased by 
diminishing the depth of the channel, 
and at the same time the loss of volume by 
overflow has been growing continually. 
A careful observatien of these facts leads to 
a just conception of what is needed in the 
way of remedial action. If, as ha3 been 
shown, the evil already done has been 
effected by increasing the friction and 
diminishing the volume of the river, the 
cure lies in reducing the friction and in­ 


creasing the volume. These ends are to be 
accomplished by straightening ahd deep­ 
ening the channels of the river, and thus 
enabling it to carry all its sediment to the 
sea, without depositing auy of it on the 
way. W hat is required is not a wider 
channel, but a deeper one. Tiie pres­ 
ent 
channel would 
be 
abundantly 
able to carry the entire volume of the river 
if it had the necessary depth. 
Captain 
Eads has demonstrated this by reference 
to the Mississippi and other rivers. He 
says “ the capacity of the river to dis- 
“ charge floods will be greatly improved 
“ without any enlargement of it, so soon 
“ as it is brought to an approximate uni- 
“ formity of width and depth, and its most 
“ tortuous parts are straightened.” And 
again he says : “ As the slope is gradually 
“ lowered by each addition to the volume 
“ which the channel is compelled to re- 
“ ceive and carry, the capacity o f the Sac- 
“ ramenio will be only limited by the volume 
“ which it is compelled to curry ; and, as the 
“ lowering of the slope brings the flood 
“ surface, at first, below the top of the 
“ levees, and finally below the tops of the 
“ banks, as the volume is increased, and so 
“ on still lower, if the volume is still more 
“ increased, it follows that when the chan- 
“ nel is once corrected the volume can be 
“ more rapidly augmented each succeeding 
“ year, and thus what may at first seem a 
“ paradox becomes a reality—namely, the 
“ larger the volume of the floods carried 
“ iu the river, the lessnvill be the need of 
“ levees.” 
We have thus the highest engineering au­ 
thority for the positions we have taken on 
this question, and it is clear that those who 
have affected to ridicule these positions 
have only exposed their own ignorance in 
doing so. The breaking of the levees does 
not help the situation, bat makes it worse. 
One proof of this is at hand. Before the 
levees broke the Sacramento had begun to 
scour its bed vigorously, and as a result 
the piles sunk in the channel above the 
railroad bridge worked out. It is prob­ 
able that the bed was scoured to a depth of 
ten or twelve feet at that time, and had 
the banks held for fortj-eight hours 
longer it is quite possible that the 
deepening 
of 
the 
channel 
would 
have 
enabled 
the 
whole 
volume 
to be carried without overflow. A t pres­ 
ent, however, the frictional resistance of 
the choked up and shallowed channels, 
and of the debris in solution, and of the 
tortuous bends in the river’s course, con­ 
stitutes a check to its velocity which 
forces it out of its banks whenever its vol­ 
ume above is suddenly and largely in­ 
creased. Until the operations devised by 
State Engineer Hall and Consulting Engi­ 
neers Eads and Mendell are completed, we 
cannot expect immunity from floods. But 
a very superficial study of natural laws 
ought to be sufficient to convince all intel­ 
ligent persons that the methods proposed 
are the only ones which can restore its 
full carrying capacity to the river, and 
protect the Sacramento valley against such 
destructive inundations as that we now 
witness.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


A man in Klickitat county, W . T., while 
out hunting, killed 20 wild hogs. 
The Oroville Lumber Company sawed 
'2,700,000 feet of lumber, at their mill in 
Flea Valley, last summer. 
Bedding, Shasta county, claims to have 
a black cat and a Brahma lien which have 
become so enamored of each other that 
sleeping or waking they are never apart. 
The sugar mill at Alvarado will have 
about three weeks longer run upon greeu 
beets, after which it will be engaged some 
months upon dried beets brought from Los 
Angeles. 
The old-time travelers, Contra Costa, 
Julia, Saucelito aad a steruwheeler, now 
lie anchored inhospital row, East Oakland. 
The Alameda and St. Paul, of Grant fame, 
keep them company. 
Land for vineyard purposes has lately 
been sold near St. Helena, Napa county, 
for as high as SI 13 JO an acre. There is 
some wood on the land, which will a little 
more than pay for clearing. 
The Winnemucca Silver State says there 
is more snow in the mountains at the head 
of the Humboldt than there has been be­ 
fore for years. Old settlers at Wells say 
there are snow drifts twenty feet deep in 
the ranges, 
A shift boss in the Bullion combination 
shaft, at Gold Hill, has accomplished the 
feat of climbing np the perpendicular wall 
of the pump compartment, a distance of 
1,250 feet, with no ladder or other support 
than that afforded by the sets of timbers 
placed five feet apart. It is the longest 
climb on record. 
During last year there were born in 
Sonoma county 293 children, of whom 174 
were males and 119 females. 
Of this 
number 09 were born in Petaluma—30 be­ 
ing girls and 33 boys ; in Santa Boss, 46— 
12 girls aud 34 boys; in Heal lsburg, 43— 
20 girls and 23 boys. Total number of 
children born in other parts of Sonoma 
county, 135—S4 boys and 51 girls. Among 
the births there were 12 twins—5 boys and 
7 girls, apportioned as follows: Petaluma, 
1 pair; Sonoma valley, 1 pair; Two Rock 
valley, 1 pair; Cloveruale, 1 pair; Santa 
Rosa, 1 pair ; Healdsburg, 1 pair.

EYE MEMORY. 
Look steadily at a bright object, keep 
the eye immovably on it for a short time, 
and then close them. An image of the ob­ 
ject remains : it becomes in fact visible to 
the closed eyes. The vividness and dura­ 
tion of such impressions vary considerably 
with different individuals, and the power 
of retaining them may be cultivated. Be­ 
sides this sort of retinal image thus im­ 
pressed, there is another kind of visual 
image that may be obtained by an effort of 
memory. Certain adepts at mental arith­ 
metic use the “ mind’s eye” as a substitute 
for the slate and pencil by holding in vis­ 
ual memory pictures of the figures upon 
which they are operating, and those of 
their resuits. Iu my youthful days I was 
acquainted with an eccentric old man, who 
then lived in Kilburn priory, where he 
surrounded himself with curious old fur­ 
niture reputed to have originally belonged 
to Cardinal Wolsey, and which, as I was 
told, he bequeathed to the Queen at his 
death. He was the then celebrated but 
now forgotten “ Memory Thompson,” who 
in his early days was a town traveler (for a 
brewer, if I remember rightly ), and who 
trained himself to the performance of 
wonderful feats of eye memory. He could 
close his eyes and picture within himself a 
panorama of Oxford street and other parts 
of London, in which picture every inscrip­ 
tion over every shop was so perfect and 
reliable that he couid describe and certify 
to the names and occupations of the shop­ 
keeping inhabitants of all the houses of 
these streets at certain dates, when post­ 
office directories were not as they now are. 
Although Memory Thompson is forgotten, 
his special faculty is just now receiving 
attention, and it is proposed to especially 
cultivate it in elementary schools by plac­ 
ing objects before the pupils for a given 
time, then taking them away and requiring 
the pupil to draw them. That such fac­ 
ulty exists and may be of great service ia 
unquestionable. 
Systematic efforts to 
educate it, if successful, will do good ser­ 
vice to the rising generation : and, even 
should the proposed training afford smaller 
results than its projectors anticipate, the 
experiments, if carefully made and regis­ 
tered, cannot fail to improve our knowl­ 
edge of mental physiology.

W ashington N otes, from O u r O w n C orre­ 
sp o n d en t. 
W ashington, February 21.—It is uni­ 
versally conceded to-night that the electoral 
count resolution which passed the Senate this 
afternoon will be promptly acquiesced in by 
the Home of Representatives ; hence there is 
no longer any prospect of an extra sesdoa of 
Congress, which lately seemed imminent, by 
reason of the threatened indefinite consump­ 
tion of time in wrangles and filibustering 
over the question, and ail parties rejoice that 
the ordinary work of the session may uow 
proceed without undue interruption or ob­ 
struction. 
The River and Harbor bill has been stib- 
-tantially completed by the Home Commit­ 
tee on Commerce, aud will be reported to­ 
morrow. The California items in the bill as 
it now stands are as follows: For continuing 
the improvement of Oakland harbor, 800,000 ; 
for Wilmington harbor, 812,000, Sacramento 
river, $30,000; San Joaquin river, 820,000. 
The amount for the improvement of Peta­ 
luma creek has not yet been fixed, but will 
be about 810,000. The amount for Oakland 
would have been larger were it not for the 
fact that 8150,000 of the former appropria­ 
tions still remain unexpended. The commit­ 
tee have cut down the engineers’ estimate for 
all river and harbor improvement throughout 
the country, on an average, to half, and in 
6oine instances to one-fourth. 
Senator Booth to-day introduced a copy of 
the bill introduced in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives last year by Delegate Campbell, 
and recently reported favorably from the 
House Committee on Territories, to annul 
the Act of the Arizona Legislature requiring 
Maricopa and Yavapai counties to issue bonds 
to the amount of 8400,000 iu aid of the con­ 
struction of a railroad from the line of the 
Southern Pacific road to Prescott. 
Senator Farley to-day introduced a copy 
of Delegate Campbell's bill appropriating 
850,000 to establish an assay office in the 
Territory of Arizona. This measure was re­ 
ported favorably from the House Committee 
ou Coinage last session, and it is now on the 
House calendar awaiting action in its turn. 
The Senate Military Committee to-day re­ 
ported favorably on the bill which passed 
the House last December to place the Mon­ 
tana volunteers who served with United 
States troops in the Nez Perces war on the 
same footing as if they had been regularly 
mustered into the service, aud to have such 
rights accrue to the heirs of those citizens 
who were killed in action. 
The report of Professor Rogers, of the 
Coast Survey, in favor of Trinidad as tli e best 
site for the proposed Pacific coast harbor of 
refuge (a full abstract of which was tele­ 
graphed in these dispatches Sunday night), 
was received by the Senate to-day, and re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce. 
A bill passed by the House to-day provides 
for the establishment of the following new 
post routes in California: From Chico to 
Oroville, Angels Camp to Sonora, Visalia to 
Mineral King, Lodi to New Hope, Santa 
Ana to Riverside, Yocumville to Jordan’s 
Ranch. Sutler Creek (via Tarr's) to Wood­ 
ford, Eureka (via Kneelnnd and Yager) to 
Bridgeville, Chico toPowellton, King’s River 
to Visalia, Central Point to Merced, Bodie

T he E lectoral C ount R esolutions. 
W ashington, February 2d.—The Senate 
passed the concurrent resolution concerning 
the electoral count without, auy material 
amendments, and without a roll-call or divi­ 
sion. 
Siunll-pox in D akota—A riitg u e -slric k rn 
.Settlem ent. 
Sioux Citt (la.), February 2d.—For sev­ 
eral weeks the smali-pox has been raging 
with great fatality in Jefferson Union, Da­ 
kota, a settlement distant from this city 
about twelve miles. A strict quarantine has 
been enforced against the community, and 
the disease has not spread beyond the settle­ 
ment, though it has played sad havoc there. 
The settlement consists mostly of Canadian- 
French, and when the disease first broke out 
they, in their ignorance, were unmindful of 
its contagious character, aad funerals were 
held public and attended by the whole popu­ 
lation, as the settlers are really of a kin. In 
this way the disease spread rapidly, and 
the neighboring towns were quarantined. 
The people have been isolated for nearly a 
month, with no mails, trains being instructed 
not to stop. The settlers are getting reck­ 
less, aud threaten to break the quarantine. 
There have been over 90 cases, 32 fatal, and 
aud only 00 recovered. The scourge is now 
growing less virulent. Whole families have 
been swept away by the disease, and in many 
instances the dead have been left unburied 
for days, through fear or inability to obtain 
help to inter them.

The disease is said to be 
the black smali-pox, aud is thought to have 
been communicated by a party of Russian 
Mamnonite immigrants, who passed through 
this city to Yankton, Dakota, several weeks 
ago. 
S m all-P ox in New Y ork, 
N ew Y ork, February 2d.—Small-pox in­ 
creases alarmingly, and the Board of Health 
is looking toward cheeking it and treating in­ 
fectious cases. The present facilities are un­ 
suitable. 
A V illainous Conspiracy Clierkm alrtl. 
C hicago, February 21.—The Times’ Grand 
Rapids, Mich., special says: Last spring 
William Addis, a lumber merchant, and a 
man of prominence and considerable wealth, 
procured a divorce from his wife, Hope 
Addis, without publicity until the decree had 
been granted, when the fact became public 
that Sirs. Addis had admitted in Court that 
she had committed adultery with her man 
Blodgett and others. As she was the mother 
of four daughters and a son, some of them 
growD up, and had always borne an excellent 
character, and was net in good health, and 
these men were below her upon a social foot­ 
ing, the press and public hooted the divorce 
proceeding and demanded an investigation, 
from which it appeared that Addis had in­ 
timidated or in some way induced her to 
falsely testify to her own shame, making a 
settlement of property on her, and that she 
was made to believe that he had men who 
would swear adultery on her, so that he could 
get a divorce if she resisted and leave her 
penniless. She then boldly and publicly de­ 
nied her guilt, and the Court annulled the 
decree. To-duy she began a suit for divorce 
against him, alleging extreme cruelty in this 
aud other matters. Their four daughters 
were present in Court. One is Mrs. White, 
of San Francisco, and another Mrs. Steven­ 
son, from Leadviile. Both sympathize with 
their mother, as do the younger children. 
Several ladies of the best society appear with 
her as friends, and numerous and able 
counsel are engaged for both sides.

FOREIGN NEYF3. 
Ilou-e of Common*. 
L ondon, February 2d.—In the House of 
Commons the Home Rule member for Ros­ 
common (Commins) took his seat at 3:45 a. 
m., having Booken nearly two hours. He was 
interrupted several times by points of order, 
but Deputy Speaker Playfair stated that, al­ 
though Commins was greatly trying the pa­ 
tience of the House, he was in order. . 
The House is still in session at 5 A. M. 
The Speaker said, in stopping obstruction : 
“ For forty-one hours the House has been oc­ 
cupied by repeated motions for adjournment, 
supported by small minorities, in opposition 
to the general sense of the House. A crisis 
has arisen which demands the prompt inte: • 
position of the Chair, and the House measure 
recommended as urgent in her Majesty's 
speech a month ago is being arrested by an 
inconsiderable minority. It is necessary to 
vindicate the credit and authority of tne 
House. I am satisfied that I shall carry out 
its will, and may rely upon its support if I 
decline to call upon any more members to 
speak, and immediately proceed to put sev­ 
eral questions to vote. It will be necessary 
for the House to assume a more efficient con­ 
trol over its debates, or intrust greater au­ 
thority to the Chair.” 
The Speaker was repeatedly and enthusi­ 
astically cheered. 
A motion being put, and carried by 104 to 
19, that leave be given to bring in the Pro­ 
tection bill, the Home Rulers for two min­ 
utes shouted “ Privilege, privilege,” and 
theD. as the Speaker remained standing, left 
the House in a body, bowing to the Speaker, 
the members cheering their departure. 
Leave to bring in the bill was then given 
unanimously. 
Gladstone announced that he would move 
Thursday, if on notice being given that the 
business of ths House is urgent, and if on a 
call by the Speaker forty members shall sup­ 
port the demand for urgency, the Speaker 
shall forthwith put the question, without 
debate, amendment or adjournment, and if 
the question of urgency be decided in the 
affirmative by three to one, the powers of the 
House for the regulation of its business shall 
be vested in and remain w ith the Speaker 


until he shall declare the state of public 
business no longer urgent. 
The House adjourned, having sat continu­ 
ously for f )rty-two hours. 
Just before the Speaker interposed, Big- 
gar concluded his speech by expressing a 
wish for the success of Fenianism. It is un­ 
derstood that the appeal to the Chair to stop 
obstruction was agreed on by the Liberals 
and Conservatives. 
L ondon, February 2d.—When Parlia­ 
ment reassembled Parnell called attention 
to the Speaker’s ruling. The Speaker ruled 
that it was not a question of privilege. 
Sullivan (Home Ruler) moved to adjourn, 
to enable the Speaker to find a precedent for 
his ruling. 
A lively discussion ensued before a crowded 
house. 
^ L ondon, February 2d—5:30 p. M.—The 
debate iu the House of Commons continues. 
Several violent scenes took place and there 
were calls to order. Upon Gladstone point­ 
ing out that some of Sullivan’s comments on 
the conduct of the Speaker were not in order, 
Sullivan shook his fist at Gladstone and said 
he thanked God that the rules of the House 
are not iu Gladstone’s hand. 
Mitchell Henry said he considered that the 
Irish members had taken an untenable posi­ 
tion ; that they misrepresented the opinion 
of the country and would sacrifice the rights 
of the people. 
Henry was interrupted by Philip Callan 
and other members, who accused him of at­ 
tributing falsehood to Parnell. 
T he S p eak er’s “ C oup d ’e ta t.” 
London, February 2d. — Although the 
Pal/ Mull Gaulle's leading article this after­ 
noon is headed "The Speaker’s Coup d’etat,” 
that journal justifies the course pursued by 
the Speaker, and says : “ The step is an ex­ 
ceeding strong one, but nothing less than a 
strong step could have met the emergency. It 
is revolutionary, but Parnell’s party is revo­ 
lutionary. 
They must take the conse­ 
quences of waging in Parliament that 
war which they are not strong enough 
to wage in the field. As they have 
broken the rules of parliamentary use. 
they have no 
right to complain if 
the same traditions are broken by their ad­ 
versaries. The power intrusted to the 
Speaker is unlimited. Gladstone’s proposal 
is of the gravest, and will demand the most 
careful and arduous consideration. The pub­ 
lic is hardly prepared for a method of turn­ 
ing the difficulty iu which all the responsi­ 
bility is thrown upon a single man.” 
The St. James Gazette, in a leading article, 
headed “ Anarchy Complete,” adversely crit­ 
icises tin course pursued by the Speaker, 
aud declares that Gladstone’s proposal con­ 
tains none of those careful and liberal provi­ 
sions for the protection of the just rights of 
minorities which they wtre told it would 
contain.

C ontinuation of th e High W ater—Sacra­ 
m ento Safe—More Broken Levees. 


There was an increased hight of the river 
yesterday, as anticipated at the time of w rit­ 
ing the last report. 
A fter marking 20 feet 
during the previous afternoon and night, it 
rose yesterday, until between 9 and 10 o’clock 
A. M. it reached on the gauge at the foot of K 
street 20 feet 1 inch, the same as the highest 
point m arked on the day t.:cvions. 
There 
were various reports and statements in circu­ 
lation during the day that it had reached a 
much higher point, but the above is the cor­ 
rect register made at the place named. 
A t 
the gauge in the center of the river above the 
bridge, which is not upon the same level 
with th at at K street, several inches higher 
were shown, but the previous records of high 
water are all based upon the one here given. 
From about 10 A. M. yesterday the river soon 
fell to 20 feet, where it remained during the 
day and last evening w ithout change. 
There 
was still greater interest manifested yester­ 
day in the condition of the river than on any 
previous day, and not a little anxiety was 
also displayed on the part of many who vis­ 
ited the city front and railroad bridge to w it­ 
ness the unusual scene. 
Nothing, however, 
transpired in connection with 


THE CITY DEFENSES 
To give cause for apprehension. 
Trustee 
D avis states th at between U and Y streets a 
careful inspection was made yesterday an 1 
men kept on the watch to guard against any 
weak points which might develop. 
In the 
neighborhood of P and < > streets si page water 
was found on the inside of the levee, which 
was stopped by the use of bags filled with 
earth, and also some other little places were 
thus strengthened. 
M r. Davis says the levee 
along the city front and to the Y street levee 
is in good condition. 
Some gopher holes 
were found and stopped just beyond Y street, 
in front of Drainage D istrict No. 1. 
On the south side of the city I he water 
is running freely from Burns’ slough through 
the Y street levee 
at Sixteenth street, 
The water backing up from tiie south of the 
city has not yet interfered at this point, and 
it is thought will not for some days to come. 
A rrangem ents have been made, however, 
with the Italian gardeners at th at place, 
which occupy the property of Mrs. Gregory, 
to watch closely the situation, and as soon as 
the back w ater reaches Y street to fill the 
opening. 
They have 250 sacks filled with 
earth lying at the levee ready to do this 
work as soon as found necessary. 


THE SIXTH STREET TUNNEL 
Through Y -street levee, which was closed a 
few days since to hut out the water from be­ 
low, as also the discharge opening at Eighth 
street, was found yesterday to be leaking, 
and the Trustees had ten teams hauling 
dirt and filling in these openings so as 
to make them entirely secure. 
Carle & 
Croly were yesterday engaged in ranking a 
heavy platform for the location of the m a­ 
chinery, engine and pumps for pumping the 
water over the levee in accordance with their 
contract just entered into w ith the Board of 
Trustees. 
The 
engine 
ha3 been taken 
as far as N inth and Y streets, and will be 
placed in position to-day and pumping com­ 
menced. 
This, it is expected, will draw off 
all the accumulated water west of N inth 
street. 
The Trustees have notified the con­ 
tractors th at they will be expected to pump 
over the levee continuously an amount of wa­ 
ter not les3 than th at which would fill a pipe 
of four feet in diameter. 
THE NORTH LEVEE. 
A n examination of the north levee yester­ 
day, as far up as the beet sugar works, 
showed it to be, w ith one exception, in good 
condition. 
T hat exception ¡3 a point just be­ 
yond M r. H opping’s place, where the water 
ha3 made a cut into the face of the levee for 
a distance of th irty feet, leaving an abrupt 
bluff. 
In case a strong north wind should 
spring up and drive the water against this 
bluff, it would be liable to create a still greater 
cave. The place should be filled in w ith sand­ 
bags, and on the waters receding, should be 
rebuilt and the slope restored. 
From Burns’ pi ace (which is about two- 
thirds the way from the American river rail- 
road-bridge trestle to the beet sugar works), 
up to the old sugar factory, no water was yes­ 
te r d a y , at 3 F. M., found along the base of the 
levee at all. 
In other words, the river did 
not reach to the foundations of the levee. 
M r. Burn-i stated that at his place the 
highest water was experienced Tuesday, and 
he added th at the levee would then have 
stool fully seven feet more of water. 
A t the 
railroad trestle-work the water was found to 
have fallen four fett from the highest m ark 
attained this season. 
The w ater is running 
through the trestle slowly, the current being 
very weak, and little i r no drift-wood ap­ 
pearing. 
ju s t where the north levee turns 
from the line of the railroad and makes east 
there is a road crossing over and leading to 
Sm ith’s gardens, near the base of the outer 
slope of the levee. 
On this road 
is 
a 
bridge 
i^ver a slough 
running into the 
American. 
A t the high water of 1878 
the indications were th at the roadway near 
and beyond the bridge would wash away, and 
a gully be formed by enlargement of the 
slough. 
In the spring of 1880 the water for 
a long time was so high beyond the bridge as 
to prevent passage. 
Now the waters have 
left large deposits of sand where it w as feared 
a gully would be worn out, and there has 
beeu no cutting away at all, while the bridge 
has not been swept away. 
So, too, above the 
railroad trestlework sand bars are already 
appearing above the water. 
These facts are 
considered significant, and to indicate a build­ 
ing up by the river on this side against itself. 


FROM THE TRESTLE 
Down to R ider’s place the levee would have 
stood from seven to eight feet more of water, 
in the opinion of Daniel Flint, who has bad 
much levee experience. 
A t Rider’s place 
yesterday the river had fallen th irty inches, 
and slow currents prevailed. 
From R ider’s 
down to the railroad shops the levee would 
have stood, according to M r. F lint’s measure­ 
ment, from four to five feet inore water than 
has yet been upon it. 
This corresponds with 
the measurements of the R e c o rd U n io n ’s 
representative, made at the time the water 
was highest during the stoi m. 
A t the pres­ 
ent tim e the levee between the points named 
would stam l**x feet more of water on the 
average. 
Daniel Flint, whose interests are 
immediately connected w ith the levees of 
District No. 1, below this city, yesterday ex­ 
amined the north levee, and pronounced it in 
fine condition. 
H e saw no yellow sipage 
water, but all the sipage was black, de­ 
noting alkali soil below. 
lie saw no 
sipage to occasion alarm or indicate soften­ 
ing of the levees. 
H e saw no gopher holes 
or evidences of w eakness; on the contrary, 
it is such a massive and substantia! super­ 
structure as to excite bis warm admiration. 
Mr. Flint, speaking from a long experience 
in levee protection, coincides with the sug­ 
gestions already made in these columns th at 
the levee should be well patrolled, and the 
men should be provided with means at hand 
to close gopher holes as they develop. Some­ 
times these are suddeuly made manifest, and 
if time is lost in sending for tools, sand­ 
bags and workmen, the situation may be­ 
come hazardous. 
As an example, M r. F lint 
relates th at yesterday on the levee of Dis­ 
trict No. L about midway between the old 
Lovdall break and Y street, where the levee 
had been thoroughly searched for gopher 
burrows and it was agreed there were none, 
a large section of the levee suddenly gave 
way and slid out on the inside, leaving a 
dangerously thin wall of earth alone to resist 
the pressure of the river. 
H ad it given way 
the section along and below Y street must 
have been 
ALMOST INSTANTLY FLOODED. 
Indeed, the levee remaining was so thin that 
the workmen feared to enter the place to re- 
Eair it. 
This cave was the result of a gopher 
urrow, where the rascally rodent had gone 
into the levee from the inside about half­ 
way up, then burrowed downward and river- 
ward three feet, and then on a parallel with 
the river through the center of the levee a 
long distance. 
The sipage water accumula­ 
ted in this burrow and was held there by the 
high outlet to it until the whole bank was 
weakened as described. 
The damage was 
repaired with great difficulty and the situa­ 
tion saved by men and ready-filled sand-bags 
being close at hand. 
Trustee Davis was 
asked yesterday concsrning the patrolling of 
the levees. 
He replied th at he had arranged 
for the patrol of the Front-street levee, and 
supposed it was watched. 
The R e c o rd - 
ÜNION statem ent of yesterday showed th at 
no watchmen could be found on it from mid­ 
night to 2 A. M. yesterday. 
M r. Davis has 
accordingly now arrauged for two watchmen 
from O street to Y street, and proposes to 
see that these men are found oa duty here­ 
after. 
From O street north along F ront he 
relies upon the patrol of the police depart­ 
ment. 
On the north levee he says he has 
placed a patrol from 
Seventh street to 
Brighton, consisting of three men with horses 
and with lanterns. 
If occasion for alarm oc­ 
curs one of these is to proceed to the city and 
give notice, and the others remain at the 
point of danger. 
He says he has on hand a 
plentiful supply of sand-bags, the greater por­ 
tion being stored in Crocker’s railroad ware­ 
house. 
Mr. Davis expressed the opinion that 
the whole north levee is secure, and th at no 
danger need be apprehended from that quar­ 
ter, but he should see th at a strict watch over 
it is maintained. 
Two gentlemen were yesterday afternoon 
inquiring for the M ayor to inform him that 
the son of one of them had overheard two 
fellows talking about what a fine chance there 
would be for stealing in case the city levees 
should break. 
There is now 
no communication with 
Slater's addition beyond Pioneer mills, ex­ 


cept by- boats, and th e only way of getting 
from house to house ¡3 by the same method. 
The houses have been nearly all raised since 
the flood of 1878, and all th at have, the lower 
floors are still out of water. A new house be­ 
ing erected by M. M. R ork is being under­ 
mined by the current and settling over to one 
side. 
OUTSIDE THE CITY. 
The situation below the city for a distance 
of four or five miles remains unchanged, ex­ 
cept th a t the breaks near Dole’s have some­ 
w hat increased in extent of their openings. 
A force of men went there yesterday to place 
canvas over the euds of the levees at each side 
of the breaks to prevent further cutting. 
A meeting is to be held to-day at Oak H all 
to consider the situation, and decide whether 
an effort shall be made to close the breaks. 
A quite general opinion is expressed among 
property owners of the district, th at it would 
be impracticable to make an effort to close 
them until the riv-r is lower. 
The levee at 
Lovdall’a ranch 
..-mains in good condition 
but for about three hundred feet immediately 
this side, the water was found to be pouring 
through several gopher holes, and these weie 
stopped. 
A large force of men are patroling 
the levee. 
The water along the drainage 
canal raised about a foot yesterday, and 
backed up much more towards the city. 
MATTERS IN WASHINGTON 
Became very much more serious yesterday. 
A t about 6 o’clock in the morning the Hoag- 
land levee gave away about 500 feet east of 
the Todhunter break, and soon an opening of 
100 feet was made. 
A t first the water simply 
over-topped the levee, but soon it commenced 
to break through, and ail efforts to stop it 
were abandoned. 
Before night the opening 
had extended to about 400 feet, and was cut­ 
ting a t each side quite rapidly. 
I t was also 
feared th at more of the levee would break 
nearer W ashington. 
Soon after the flooding 
of W ashington commenced M r. Hoagland 
removed his family and furniture from his 
house ju st south of the break, and soon 
W ashington became like a sea and could 
only be visited in boats. 
The w ater last 
evening was from four to six feet deep and 
still rising. 
Thu3 far no current is felt in the 
town, which prevents carrying away build­ 
ings and doing other similar damage. 
The railroad track between W ashington 
and Davis is submerged a distance of three or 
four miles, and no further trains can be run 
th at way at present. 
All railroads on that 
side are in working order beyond Davis, ex­ 
cept at Napa. 
I t is thought th at a boat may 
be put into service between W ashington and 
Davis, but this has not yet been definitely 
determined upon. 
The breaks below W ash­ 
ington remain about the same as at last re­ 
port. 
Some small leakages through the 
levees commenced, but were repaired, 
DOWN THE BlVEIi. 
Dispatches from C ourtlind last evening 
stated th a t the levee on Elk slough broke 
yesterday afternoon, and th at water was 
running in upon M erritt Island rapidly. 
It 
also stated that the levee on the east side of 
the river five miles below there cannot hold ; 
th at men had been working on it all day, but 
bad given it up, and th at the river continued 
to rise rapidly. 
I t also stated th at Grand 
Island was all right yet, but could not stand 
it much longer if the water continued to raise. 
There was back-water up to the levees all 
along the river on the east side, but it was not 
rising. 
A letter was received from C. IÍ. Miller, at 
W alnut Grove, as follows : 
“ I t commenced 
raining here about 6 o’clock p. si. Thursday, 
January 27th, and continued, almost without 
intermission, until Sunday noon, when it 
partially cleared. 
W e have had a few slight 
showeiB since. 
M ost of the ranches are en­ 
tirely submerged. 
The ranchers in the lower 
portion of the county are about to adopt a 
new order of things ; they intend hereafter 
to raise their vegetables, as well as various 
other agricultural products, on trees. 
Cot­ 
tonwood and willow will be mostly used, for 
the reason that the water does not retard 
their grow th—they iive and thrive in the 
w ater as well as out of it. 
A nd to prevent 
their levees being washed away, they intend 
hereafter to build their levees on trestle-work 
so high up that the water will not reach them .” 
THE NEWS FROM UP THE RIVER 
Shows levees broken, the country to be 
flooded, and great loss of stock and damage 
to other property. 
The captain of the 
steam er C. M . Small, who came down from 
M arysville yesterday, says th at the water 
was falling at M arysville when he left there, 
but dispatches received last night report 
heavy rains above there again, and that the 
river was rising. 
The captain of the Small 
says th at the levee from M ike B ryte’s to 
Frem ont is nearly all gone, and that the long 
ridge of land above th at point was covered 
for the first tim e ever known. 
H e reports 
that caltie and stock were to be seen stand­ 
ing in groups wherever there were high plats 
of ground, and th at boats had been sent to 
gather them up. 
The w ater covers all the 
country in that direction, and the scene is a 
desolate one. 
The train between here and San Francisco 
will hereafter, for the present, go bv way of 
Stockton, Tracy and Antioch, and a new 
time-table will go into effect to-day, as fol­ 
lows : The East-bound express will leave San 
Francisco at 8 A. m. daily, instead of 9:30 
a. m., as heretofore. 
It. will arrive here at 
2:10 P. m ., instead of 1:45 P. M., as formerly, 
and will leave at 3 P. m. 
The weather yesterday at this point was 
cloudy and warm, w ith slight rain a t times, 
which continued during the evening. 
A t 
I o’clock this morning it was raining here 
very heavily, and also in the mountains, with 
prospects of still higher water. 
The river at 
1 o’clock remained steady at 26 feet,

Streams Again Rising.

GENERAL NOTICES. 


M a r y s v ille , February 
2d. — The ram 
ceased a little after 8 o’clock P. M., but 
began again early this morning, and has 
been steadily falling aU day, with a pros 
pect of continuance. 
N early .75 of an inch 
fell, increasing the season’s total to 17.10 
inches, against 11 inches at same date in 
1879. 
The weather is warm. 
The Y uba 
and Feather rivers felt the impulse of yester­ 
day’s rain, both streams rising slowly all day, 
the former seven inches during the last 
twelve hours. 
Reports north and east say it 
has been raining for the last twenty-four 
hours, and the streams full and rising. 
The 
city ievecs have stood the strain on them re­ 
m arkably well, but are now so thoroughly 
saturated th at a further rise causes some ap­ 
prehension. 
The Levee Commissioners are 
vigilant, and 
are carefully watching the 
weak 
places. 
The 
railroad 
company’s 
steam er Flora arrived this afternoon. 
The 
passengers were transferred to the west 
side of the company's bridge, about two niile3 
north of the city, where a train awaited 
them . 
The road is uninjured 
north of 
the Feather river bridge. 
The water is ail off 
the Oroviilc road, and trains are running on 
time. 
Stage travel is interrupted and irregu­ 
lar. 
YREKA. 
Y heka.—I t has been raining all last night, 
and to-day it is still raining, with no signs of 
cessation. 
The streams have been rising fast 
since noon, indicating a rapid melting of 
snow on the mountains. 
Communication is 
cut off in ail directions, and the bridges 
escaping the previous storms are in great 
danger if this storm continues much longer. 
Y r e k a .—The stage from Scott V alley has 
ju st arrived, and had a rough trip. 
Scott 
Valley is all under water. 
There is no show 
to get near E tna, and the largest bridges aie 
iu great danger. The water is nearly on Main 
street iu F ort Jones. 
The rain has just com- 
raenced (10 P. si) pouring down heavier than 
ever, and crops iu the ground are ruined, and 
the prospects of seeding in the spring very 
dismal, as the ground will be wet until late. 
The stream s are washing off ranches and cut­ 
ting away banks extensively, and it is feared 
th at every bridge escaping former storms will 
be carried away. 
OTHER POINTS, 
S h a s ta .—No railroad communication. The 
storm still continues in unabated fury. 
The 
rainfall last night was 1.7 inches. 
The wind 
is still from the south. 
D ownieville—T here ha’s been a steady 
rainfall since Tuesday night. 
The shower 
still continues. 
The streams are rising, but 
are not so high as at the close of the recent 
storm. 
The mercury to-day noon registered 
58°. 
D o w n ie v ille .—A deluge of rain is falling 
to-night over the mountains clear up to the 
loftiest peaks of the Sierra Buttes. 
Tüe 
stream s are higher than during the last storm. 
The mercury registered 5 2 . 
This region 
feeds the N orth Yuba. 
N o r th S a n J u a n .—The storm of last 
week was disastrous to the ditches on this 
ridge, heavy slides on the m ountains filling 
them with large bowlders and dirt. A heavy 
rain again set in last night, which if it con­ 
tinues will render the opening of the ditches 
impossible for some time to come. 
G reat 
damage has been done to the roads, and many 
small bridges and culverts are washed out. 
G e o rg e to w n .—I t is again raining hard 
here. 
I t has rained lightly for the past 24 
hours. 
The therm om eter marks 00', which 
at this altitude (2,750 feet) indicates th at the 
rain m ust extend nearly if not quite to the 
summit.

The Judiciary Committee presented a special rc- 
ort relative to municipal corporations, which was 
published in the Record-Uni os of Tuesday. 
M r. K r. llooo presented a minority report, signed by 
Messrs. Del Valle ami Reddick, which reads as follows: 
Must the law providing for the classification of 
municipal corporations, the law for the government 
of municipal corporations of the various classes, and 
the law for the organization of municipal corpora­ 
tions under them, s rid general laws be incorporated 
in one bill, or can they be passed sej»arately as in­ 
troduced? and further the Judiciary Committee 
were requested to give their opinion upon the gen­ 
eral scope and meaning of Section 6, A nide XI., re- 
’ating to municipal corporati -ns. The committee, 
with the exception of Mr. Young of Sacramento, 
were unanimously oi the opinion, as reported to the 
Assembly, that a general law in a separate hiil 
providing 
for

to 
population could be passed, and that it would be 
constitutional. With that decision we agree. The 
commit tee then decided that a general law for the 
organization and incorporation of these citie3 ar.d 
towns so classified must be included in one bill. 
We dissent. V a special bid can be passed for the 
classification, why not one providing for their or- 
inization? 
And, by the sume reasoning, why 
should not a general law affecting all of a class be 
passed as a separate bill providing for a corporation, 
or, in other words, the charter or rule of govern­ 
ment of the cities >r towns of the different c!asse°, 
as so classified ? The word classification cannot by 
any possibility be construed to mean anything more 
>r less than separating or dividing into classes. 
In 
construing the language of the Constitution we 
think, first, that the plain common sense popular 
idea* of the meaning of words should be resorted to, 
and next the meaning as viewed technically. The 
word incorporation, as used, doubtless means the 
barter, or rules of government which are to be 
pasted by the Legislature, and after the voters of 
any city or town have decided to organize. Then 
the incorporation or charter being ui>on the statute 
book, Prices effect, hcomea self operative by process 
of law, and Í3 then the law for the government of 
the city or town. 
Whenever the cities and towns 
arc classified a general law affecting all in one of 
the da-ses may be passed in a separate bill, and 
laws for each of such classes may be separate. Any 
other course must certainly result in confusiou, un­ 
certainty. and defeat the real intent of the Consti­ 
tution. The word organization, as used in Section 
C, Article XL, must mean the manner of and form 
for allowing the voters to determine whether they 
will place themselves in the class provided and in 
conformity therewith, aud the way for canvassing 
and determining the result and giving notice thereof, 
and who may act as officers of the election, etc. We 
believe that separate bills for the government (in­ 
corporation) of the various classes (one bill for each 
lass) may constitutionally be passed. 
Following is a second nrnority report, signed by 
Messrs. Baker, Whipple and Van Fleet: 
A bill Ur the classification of municipal corpora- 
i ->ls may constitutionally be passed as a separate 
measure. 
. . 
A bill for the organization of all municipal cor- 
poiations, that is, providing for the manner and 
means by which new corporations may he formed, 
uul by which corporations now existing may organ- 
ze under general laws, may constitutionally be 
passed as a separate measure. 
Bills providing for the mode and form of govern­ 
ment of municipal corporations so organized and 
* classified, may constitutionally be passed as separate 
measures, one bill for each class. 
Wc arc led to these conclusions by consideration 
of the language of the Constitution itself, and our 
concluí ons are strengthened by the decisions of the 
highest Courts of various States having similar con­ 
stitutional provisions, in all of which States the 
point, wherever raised, has been decided in accord­ 
ance with the views herein expressed. A law’ com­ 
plete in itself, providing for the government of a 
legal or constitutional class, has always been held to

The special order of the hour, viz : the Street 
Contractor’s job, introduced by Mr. Gilmore of San 
Francisco, and known as A. B. 72, to provide a 
remedy in cases were damages have been sustained 
by the illegal proceedings of municipal officers, and 
for the payment of the same, reported for passage 
by the Committee on •Claims, was read third time 
and considered. 
Mr. L e w is moved to strike out the enacting clause. 
Seconded by Mr. W h ip p l e . 
Mr. Gilmore spoke adversely to the motion and 
in favor of the bill, saying if he thought it necessary 
be could make an extended argument in favor of the 
bill. 
Mr. L e w is replied that the bill was an outrage 
upon the taxpayers of San Francisco, and without 
equities. 
It grew out of au irrepressible conflict 
between the property owners and the street con­ 
tractors of San Francisco, which has been in pro. 
gress for years past, and the contractors have dur­ 
ing such time always got the better of it. A sum 
aggregating nearly $5,000,000 was involved in the 
bill. 
If passed, it would open the Courts to the lit- 
igatiou of endless corrupt claims. He hoped, ac­ 
cordingly, it would be defeated. 
Mr. J a c k so n said, as he understood the bill, it 
provided merely to give such contractors as had just 
and equitable claims a chance to seek redress in the 
Courts, and was not in the interest of corrupt 
claims. 
Mr. M cC a l l io n spoke also to the same purpose. 
Mr. B a k e r of Yolo argued in support of the bill, 
saying that contractors were compelled to give bonds 
for the faithful discharge of their duties, and the 
city and not innocent persons ought accordingly to 
be held responsible for a non-performance of such 
duties. The bill was not for the purpose of making 
property liable for the losses sustained by the street 
contractors in the execution of work which had 
resulted to the benefit of San Francisco. The mer­ 
its of the bill rested uj>on the broad basis that 
municipal corporations were liable to damages for 
losses sustained through the negligence of its offi­ 
cials. 
Mr. L e w is (interrupting) asked if the gentleman 
believed that the Legislature ought to go behind 
the terms of the contracts, which expressly provided 
that the city should not be held liable for the non- 
exeeution of the contracts. 
Mr. Bakkk, in reply, said that he believed in mak­ 
ing the city liable to a legal penalty for the remiss­ 
ness of its officials. The newspapers had teemed with 
reports of fraud ami collusion, hut the Courts were 
the proper tribunals for the adjudication of all sueli 
difficulties. He desired information,.and if there 
were any good reasons, any collusion between con­ 
tractors and Superintendents of Streets, any fraud 
against the city of San Francisco, then he would 
like to have it shown by the gentlemen who were 
adverse to the bill, and then he would, if such con 
ditions were proved, vote with them against the bill. 
Mr. Arick made a few remarks in support of the 
opinions advanced by Mr. Baker. He believed there 
should be allowed a teat ease to determine whether 
or not these contractors were entitled to any equi­ 
ties in a Court of record. 
Mr. P la t t said there were equities on both sides 
of the case, w hich was au old issue in a new form. 
San Francisco was deeply interested in the bill, 
which, singularly enough, was defended by a gentle­ 
man who did not represent San Francisco. He be­ 
lieved that the issues must now be decided accord­ 
ing to the greatest equities. 
It was expressly stated 
in the oigauic law that the Superintendent of 
Streets himself, and not the city, should be held 
liable for any official dereliction of duty. 
But there 
was a broader issue involved, viz : whether or not 
specified property in San Francisco should be bur­ 
dened with a tax amounting perhaps to two millions 
of dollars. Such a requiremcn would be unjust, 
and could only be met by the unsatisfactory argu­ 
ment that the whole city was benefited by improve­ 
ments upon property in any section of the city. If 
the bill were to be passed the taxpayers of San 
Francisco would be likely to be c riled on to pay a 
fabulous amount. 
Such were in the main his 
reasons for opposing the bill. 
Mr. Long declared that the bill was simply an en­ 
abling Act, so that contractors could bring suit and 
ascertain whether or not they could recover their 
just dues. 
He was accordingly in favor of the pas­ 
sage of the bill, and adverse to the motion to strike 
out the enacting clause made by Mr. Lewis. 
The roll was then called, and the motion to strike 
out was iost—aves 23, noes 47. 
Mr. Reynolds moved to refer the bill to a special 
committee, with instructions to amend by inserting 
at the end of line 33, Section 1, the words “ pro­ 
vided iurther, that the amount of recovery shall in 
no case exceed what the work done was reasonably 
worth.” 
Mr. G il m o r e was adverse to the amendment. 
Mr. E dw a r d s favored it, saying that no honest 
contractor could object to it. 
Mr. B a k e r of Yolo doubted whether such an 
amendment would not introduce into the bill au 
element of uncertainty, as by its introduction the 
Courts would hardly know the intent of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
If such were not the case, he. would like to 
vote for the amendment. 
Mr. R e y n o l d s argued for the adoption of his mo­ 
tion. 
Mr. M cM u r r a y did not believe in the merits of 
the amendment. 
Mr. Whipple argued against the bill, asserting 
that it was unconstitutional in its character, and an 
attempt to remove the bar of the statute of limita­ 
tions. Contractors, after having their day in Court 
and failing to take advantage of it, had now no 
claim toan apj»eal to the Legislature fora correction 
of their errors of judgment. 
Mr. J ackson said if the bill was unconstitutional, 
etc., as had been claimed, he was unable to see who 
would be harmed by its passage. 
Mr. G il m o r e claimed that his bill was not drawn 
in the interests of bogus claimants, as had been as­ 
serted, but in a spirit of equity and justice for the 
benefit of contractors whose claims were well based. 
The amendment was defeated, and the bill was 
then finally passed by the following vote :
